2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  ap- 
propriation of  the  same. 

3.  To  vote  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  highways  and  bridges.

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  the  water  works 
in  Campton  Village,  all  of  its  physical  property,  consisting 
of  lands,  water  rights,  flowage  rights  and  all  other  ease- 
ments, reservoir,  springs,  aqueducts,  water  pipes,  tools,  ap- 
pliances, and  all  other  rights  the  town  owns  in  said  water 
works,  at  public  auction  and  to  choose  an  agent,  or  agents, 
to  sell  and  make  a  valid  conveyance  of  the  same,  and  to  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  its  select- 
men to  make  such  a  contract  with  the  Campton  Village 
precinct  as  they  deem  equitable  and  fair,  which  together 
with  such  water  rates  as  they  may  make  with  private  takers 
without  reference  to  rates  now  being  paid  by  private  takeis, 
which  will  produce  sufficient  income  to  pay  four  per  cent, 
income  after  deducting  reasonable  expenses  for  maintenance 
and  management  of  the  water  works  owned  by  said  town  in 
Campton  Village. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  high- 
way in  Chickenboro  leading  from  Thornton  line  to  the 
Archie  Robie  house;  also  the  highway  leading  from  the 
above  highway  near  the  Hall  home  to  the  William  Mitchel  I 
house;  also  the  highway  leading  from  the  Thornton  line  to 
the  Charles  Caldon  house;  meaning  all  highways  in  that 
part  of  Campton  called  Chickenboro. 

10.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  about  let- 
ting Campton  Grange  fix  hall  over  town  hall. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  hire  money  to  defray  town  charges. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  reports  of 
agents  and  officers  heretofore  chosen.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  schools  durino^  the  last  two  terms  have,  at  times, 
been  interrupted  by  sickness  on  the  part  of  teachers  and 
pupils,  especially  in  districts  No.  1,  3,  4,  9  and  12.  As  a 
result  the  progress  has  been  somewhat  retarded  and  the 
attendance,  perhaps,  not  equal  to  the  average  of  last  year. 

A  few  of  the  eighth  grade*  scholars  who  expect  to  be 
promoted  to  the  High  school  next  June,  or  even  in  Septem- 
ber, must  attend  school  regularly  next  term,  otherwise  they 
will  fail  to  reach  the  goal.  However,  all  points  considered, 
most  of  the  pupils  have  done  good  work  and  we  feel  sure 
that  the  teachers  have  worked  faithfully  to  advance  the 
grades. 

Referring  to  repairs  on  school  buildings,  will  say  the 
school  house  in  No.  9  has  been  furnished  with  new  desks, 
chairs  and  a  hard  wood  floor,  and  the  interior  woodwork 
painted.  The  ceiling  and  walls  of  the  school  room  in  No.  3, 
and  the  outside  of  the  school  house  in  No.  12  were  newly 
painted,  and  small  improvements  had  to  be  made  in  other 
districts. 

Owing,  partly,  to  the  reason  that  help  could  not  always 
be  found,  a  few  of  the  more  expensive  improvements  have 
been  left  until  next  vacation.  Another  reason  for  delay 
may  be  found  in  the  fact  that  members  of  school  board  can 
not  always  take  enough  time  from  their  home  duties  to 
properly  look  after  everything  that  needs  to  be  done  for  our 
schools.  Nothing  less  than  constant  care  of  the  school 
buildings  and  school  room  work  will  meet  the  demands  of 
the  parents  and  pupils,  and  fulfill  the  requirements  of  our 
school  laws  and  the  present  school  system  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

In  passing,  let  us  thank  everyone  for  their  kind  treat 
ment  during  the  last  term  of  office.
